THE  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Bristol  Royal  School  of 
Industry  for  the  Blind  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts,  and  in  so  doing  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  sub- 
scribers, donors,  and  other  friends  for  continued  interest  and  support. 
The  usefulness  of  the  Institution  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
vear,  and  all  classes  of  blind  people  within  the  area  have  been  assisted 
in  so  far  as  the  funds  were  available,  but  the  comprehensive  nature 
of  the  work  requires  every  support  from  the  charitable  public,  and  the 
Committee  express  the  hope  that  increased  subscriptions  and 
donations  may  be  forthcoming. 

The  School. — Dr.  Langdon,  H.M.I.,  of  the  Medical  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  visited  the  School  on  the  4th  of  March,  anil 
inspected  the  classes.  No  official  report  was  issued,  but  the  sugges- 
tions made  bv  Dr.  I.angdon  have  been  put  into  operation,  and  the 
general  progress  in  the  schoolroom  has  been  encouraging.  Mr. 
Goddard,  assistant  master,  accepted  an  appointment  under  the  L.C.C.. 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Vaughan,  a trained-certificated 
teacher. 


Owing  to  a slight  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  the  School  last  June, 
the  Diocesan  Examination  did  not  take  place. 

Bishop  Clifford  held  a ( 'onfirmation  Service  at  the  School  on  the 
24th  of  November.  Twenty  of  the  pupils  (10  girls  and  10  boys)  were 
confirmed.  They  were  prepared  hv  the  Rev.  G.  A.  K.  Simpson,  M.A. 

The  Committee  have  adopted  the  scale  of  salaries  now  in  force 
under  the  Bristol  Education  Authority  for  all  teachers  in  the  School. 

Music The  School  has  been  most  successful  in  the  various 

examinations  in  music  during  the  year,  and  33  certificates  have  been 
gained,  as  compared  with  21  for  the  previous  year.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  the  results  : —

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The  pupils  performed  an  Operetta,  entitled  “ Princess  ( hrysan- 
themum."  at  Christmas,  and  several  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts 
were  given  during  the  year. 

Piano  Tuning.  In  the  Piano-tuning  Department,  two  pupils 
gained  Certificates  in  Tuning  and  Repairing.  One  of  these  pupils  has 
since  been  employed  in  the  Stroud  Piano  Factory.  'This  makes  the 
fourth  pupil  to  be  so  employed,  and  the  Managing  Director  has 
expressed  pleasure  with  their  industry  and  workmanship. 

Eisteddfod  Successes.  — In  this  year’s  Country  Dancing  Com- 
petition held  in  connection  with  the  Bristol  Eisteddfod,  three  first - 
class  Certificates  of  Merit  were  obtained  by  the  girls,  and  a second- 
class  Certificate  was  awarded  to  one  of  the  girls  in  the  Soprano  Solo 
Competition. 

'Technical  'Training.-  In  the  'Technical  School,  the  pupils  are 
given  every  facility  for  efficient  training  in  piano-tuning  and  repairing, 
basket-making,  chair-caning,  mat-making,  machine  stocking  knitting. 
Swedish  loom  weaving,  and  the  usual  handicraft  industries.  In  the 
recent  Basket-making  Examination  held  hv  the  Worshipful  Company 
of  Basket-makers,  City  of  London,  the  following  successes  were 
obtained  : — 

First-class  Certificates  of  Merit  3.  Second  ditto  7.  'Third  ditto  4. 

Rotary  Competition. — In  all  departments  of  the  work  the 
pupils  are  encouraged  to  compete  on  equal  terms  with  ordinary  school 
children,  and  at  the  Rotary  Club’s  Competition,  held  at  Rotary 
House,  the  President  congratulated  the  School  for  the  excellence  of 
its  exhibit.  One  of  the  pupils  was  awarded  second  prize  for  basket- 
making. 

Physical  Training. — The  physical  training  for  both  boys  and 
girls  is  efficiently  carried  out,  and  is  in  the  hands  of  specialists.  The 
introduction  of  an  annual  Sports  Day  created  much  rivalry  and 
enthusiasm,  the  various  items  on  the  programme  being  eagerly  con- 
tested. The  playing  fields  are  much  used  by  both  boys  and  girls,  and 
healthy  recreations  are  carried  out  under  the  guidance  of  the  teachers. 

Ex-Pupils. — In  the  majority  of  the  reports  of  ex-pupils,  all 
appear  to  be  well  employed,  and  the  Home  Workers’  Supervisor  is 
able  to  keep  in  touch  with  them,  and  to  help  them  in  various  ways. 

I he  School  has  been  visited  by  a large  number  of  ex-pupils  during 
the  year. 

T inance.  It  was  decided  that  in  view  of  some  decrease  in  cost 
ot  maintenance,  the  fees  for  Elementary  School  pupils  might  be  re- 
duced, and  the  cost  and  charges  for  such  pupils  are  now  well  below 
the  average  in  similar  schools. 

^^nd  Workers’  Help  Fund  income  has  gradually  increased 
or  several  years,  and  the  subscriptions  and  donations  for  the  first 
time  are  just  over  ^1.000. 
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Legacies  have  been  rather  U-low  the  average,  but  this  is  ■,  sour  re

Workshops.— The  number  of  blind  arsons  employed  at  various 
trades  is  steadily  increasing,  and  is  now  nearly  90.  and  whilst  their 
output  may  not  be  large  individually,  yet  it  is  difficult  to  find 
suftirjent  demand  for  ,he  finished  work.  Probably  the  greatest  need 
of  all  Blind  Institutions  to-, lay  is  a steady  demand  for  articles  made 
at  a reasonable  price. 


I he  sales  shewed  a small  but  useful  increase  last  vear.  The 
travelling  saleswoman  is  welcomed  in  manv  districts,  but  we  need 
further  introductions,  and  extensions  of  the  sales  enumerated  on  the 
ast  page  nl  this  report.  The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are 
tendered  to  many  ladies  who,  in  various  towns,  have  assisted  the  Sales 
Department. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  additional  facilities  for 
technical  training  are  given  to  adult  men  and  women,  and  some 
ex-pupils  and  home  workers,  who  mav  need  short  “ refresher” 
courses. 


Home  I backing. — I his  branch  of  our  work  is  steadily  growing 
in  size  and  usefulness,  and  assists  a large  number  of  blind  persons 
m the  city  and  adjoining  counties  who  are  not  daily  under  the  care  of 
the  Institution.  I he  unemployable,  when  in  need,  ate  given  regular 
financial  assistance  and.  where  possible,  educational  and  technical 
facilities. 

I he  Social  1 lub  has  developed,  and  is  now  an  interesting  feature 
in  the  life  of  many  infirm  and  elderly  blind  persons  unfit  lor  active 
employment.  Our  thanks  are  again'  tendered  to  the  Central  Hall 
Mission  authorities  for  the  loan  of  rooms,  and  to  many  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  have  assisted,  week  hv  week,  in  supervising  and  enter- 
taining at  the  Club. 

The  teas  and  entertainments  for  the  blind  at  Christmastime  were 
more  numerous  than  usual,  and  the  funds  were  provided  hv  special 
voluntary  contributions. 

The  Library  has  been  improved  by  frequent  additions  to  (he 
Braille  and  Moon  books  and  magazines  in  circulation. 

Home  Workers. — The  numbers  employed  as  home  workers  are 
just  over  50.  and  are  helped  in  a great  variety  of  occupations,  mainly 
in  the  adjoining  counties  and  Wiltshire.  The  Supervisor’s  visits  are 
welcomed  by  many  otherwise  isolated  workers,  and  considerable 
financial  assistance  is  given  to  supplement  their  earnings.  The  actual 
grants  to  workers  have  increased  from  ,£187  and  ,£218  in  1920  and 
1921.  to  ^530  in  1924  and  ,£685  in  1925. 
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last  year  and  again  this  year,  a Home  Workers’  Outing  to 
Bristol  was  organized,  and  much  appreciated,  being  largely  of  the 
nature  of  an  ex-pupils’  re  union.  Visits  to  the  Workshops  and  the 
School,  the  Cathedral,  and  other  places  of  interest  being  organized, 
and  tea  and  entertainment  provided  at  the  Hostel. 

For  those  ineligible  to  join  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Scheme,  a branch  of  the  Church  Benefit  Society  has  been  formed  at 
the  Workshops. 

Hostel. — The  undoubted  advantages  of  the  Hostel  for  Women, 
in  Woodland  Road,  is  shewn  by  the  fact  that  it  has  been  quite  full 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  a>  home  in  the  truest  sense  for  more  than 
half  the  women  employed  at  the  Workshops,  who  would  otherwise  find 
difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  lodgings.
